the fish being 30 feet long ana 
weighing 20,000 pounds. Said 
friends would smile and quietly 
walk away, so I hushed up about 
the fish. 

When I later moved to Miam}, 
I found that I had understatea 
the fish’s measurements, they 
being 40 feet long, 12 feet wide 
and 14 feet high and the correct 
weight 30,000 pounds. I derived 
much satisfaction when the big 
fish was later stuffed ana moun- 
ted in a special railroad car and 
exhibited in the city where my 
fish story had been ridiculed. 

After moving to Miami I be- 
came acquainted with Captain 
Thompson and heard him relate 
his thrilling experience in cap- 
turing the largest fish ever 
known about. =e
